In addition to being the northernm ost 
county in the 18th Congressional D istrict, 
Colum biana is still the most populous of 
the seven 
eastern Ohio counties 
which 
com prise the new Eighteenth. The others, 
according to the latest population rank­ 
ings, are: Jefferson, 99,118; Belmont, 81,- 
«02; Tuscaraw as, 78,567; H arrison, 17,375; 
M onroe, 15,404, and Noble, 10,516. 


We lost our good neighbor, Carroll Coun­ 
ty, which is now a part of the 16th Dis­ 
trict, along 
with all of populous Stark 
County (359,407) and the southern tier of 
Mahoning County, which borders Salem 
to the north. 
Senate and House com prom ises brought 
about many of Ohio’s "new look" in con­ 
gressional districts and, although it will 
take time and analysis to assay the judg­ 
m ent used in fashioning the new 18th Dis­ 
trict, it’s a comforting thought to know 
that Columbiana was not sliced in half, as 
occurred in Mahoning. Our political iden­ 
tity is well-established. 


Saving South Viet Nam 


How can the United States save a coun­ 
try that doesn’t want to save itself? 
How can the United States justify the 
lives and reasure it is pouring into South 
Viet N am —to save the South V ietnam ese 
from the Communistic North V ietnam ese 
—if South Viet Nam cannot m aintain a 
stable governm ent? 
Is not this whole puzzling situation in 
Southeast Asia turning into a revelation 
th at Souh Viet Nam cannot be saved as a 
political entity because it does not, in 
fact, exist as a poliical entity? 
And once his revelation has registered 
on U.S. aw areness, will it not then be 
necessary for U. S. public opinion to go 
through a radical readjustm ent? 
This readjustm ent would bring into clear 
focus a central fact about South Viet Nam 
—that U.S. intervention to save South Vie 
N am is really U.S. inervention to thw art 
North Viet Nam and the Chinese People’s 
Republic. 
When France w as driven out of Indo- 
China in 1954, credit for its liberation from 
French colonialism went to the Commun­ 


ists. 
These are the same Communists now 
opposing the United States, acting as mili­ 
ary advisers to South Vie Nam—and it 
is not hard to understand why the United 
States is resented by them as fiercely as 
F rance was resented until its final crush­ 
ing defeat at Dienbienphu. 
The United States is not regarded by 
the Vietnamese as a liberator 
The republic of South Viet Nam is not 
regarded by the Vietnamese as a viable 
government. It is a hand-to-mouth regime, 
propped up by U.S. assistance to pro­ 
vide an Asiatic front for the U.S. war 
against Communism. 
The question about Viet Nam is, there­ 
fore, whether the United States is willing 
to fight a war against Communism on a 
battleground that gives all the advantages 
to the Communists. 
The pretense that this counry is saving 
South Viet Nam should be abandoned. 
There is no point in trying to save a 
country with no will to save itself; it can’t 
be done. 
An End to Hypocrisy 


An article in the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation Journal by Judge J. Skelley Wright 
com es at a time when the whole question 
of coverage of criminal cases by news 
media is in question. 


In what appears to be the first ruling 
of its kind, the New Jersey Supreme 
Court on Nov. 
16 banned all pretrial 
statem ents about a defendant’s innocence 
or guilt by prosecutors, defense attor­ 
neys, or police. 


The Philadelphia Bar Association will 
consider on Dec. 29 a proposed ‘state­ 
ment of policy" that would restrict law­ 
yers, prosecutors, judges, and law en­ 
forcement officers in disclosing informa­ 
tion about criminal cases and would bar 
newsmen from police records and offices 
of police and prosecutors. It would also 
ban camera, radio, ami television equip­ 
ment from courtrooms, including magis­ 
trates' courts.

of the U.S. Oourt of Appeals for the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Circuit, urges newspa­ 
pers, radio, and television broaden the 
perspective of their coverage of criminal 
justice. He then delivers the kicker: he 
asks judges to help news media repre­ 
sentatives to achieve this goal. 
Judge Wright points out the dangers of 
“ trial by press" — really trial by news 
media. But he reasons that “ voluntary 
measures and informal procedures should 
precede the exercise of questionable con­ 
gressional power in this area." 


“Only when honest attempts at alterna­ 
tives have failed," Judge Wright coun­ 
sels, "should we think of turning to legis­ 
lation.” He urges full implementation of 
Canon 20 of the Canons of Professional 
Ethics, which prohibits lawyers and pros­ 
ecutors from releasing to the press in­ 
formation prejudicial to accused persons. 
Judge Weight would allow the use of 
cameras — both still and television — 
in courts, stating that “ the privacy of 
participants in a 
public trial must al­ 
w ays yield to the people’s right to know." 


Judge Wright’s article is in the sam e 
vein as an earlier discussion in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Judicature Society 
by Milton R. Wessel, a New York attor­ 
ney. "By and large," Wessel states, "we 
have a responsible press 
in America, 
which will guard its actions if honestly 
and fairly informed of the problems it 
may create. What we really need is an 
end to hypocrisy and subterfuge — an 
end to official statements appearing on 
their face to be restrained and proper, 
but which in fact are the very foundation 
upon which prejudicial publicity in crim­ 
inal cases is based."

What­ 
ever pledges of a utopian na­ 
ture are made in politics are 
usually in general and vague 
term s, such as the great society 
or the New Deal, which present 
an ideal rather than a program. 


POLITICAL HISTORY shows 
that in campaigns affirmative 
issues are rarely emphasized. 
The strategy which seem s al­ 
w ays to be successful 
is 
to 
knock down the opposing party 
and paint its proposals as like­ 
ly to bring human disaster or 
financial bankruptcy or a hor­ 
rible war. 
Conversely, a party in power 
resists 
s u c h attacks by pic­ 
turesque words that try to por­ 
tray the other party as likely 
to bring depressions and other 
inconveniences and losses. 
Out of every hundred voters, 
for instance, how many remem­ 
ber the 1964 campaign speeches 
of either party, and how many 
today can recall what positive 
proposals Lyndon Johnson made 
in the recent campaign? 
How many more, on the other 
hand, recall the words “ trigger-

happy" or “ reckless" or "dan­ 
gerous" and the charge about 
"w recking 
your

Personalties have something 
to do with the outcom e of cam ­ 
paigns but not awavs. Some of 
the m ost able men in America, 
running on an excellent 
plat­ 
form 
and 
making good cam ­ 
paign speeches, have been de­ 
feated by opponents of mediocre 
quality and of lesser ability. 
If the voters are in a mood 
of resentm ent, it doesn’t m atter 
10 tnem how truthful the char 
acterization 
of

candidate's 
m erits m ay be. 


ONE REASON for the m is­ 
takes of m any politicians is that 
they really do not understand 
grass-roots sentim ent. 
This 
is 
particularly 
true 
of 
politcial 
leaders who em erged from the 
so - called intellectual centers 
where the exponents of party 
philosophy vie with one another 
in expressing their 
respective 
ideologies. 
The average m an is interested 
in the retention of his job, in 
higher income, in better living 
conditions, in education for his 
children and in keeping out of 
war. 
He isn’t concerned over wheth­ 
er tne candidate dresses well 
or has m any college degrees or 
can m ake a good speech or has 
a glam orous personality. Seven­ 
ty million voters today do not 
differ from the 40 or 50 million 
of a few decades ago. 
Perhaps the best proof of the 
superfluous nature of the intel­ 
lectual type of party cam paign­ 
ing is to be found in the casual 
way in which national platform s 
are treated. Few papers print 
them in ful| text. They are rare­ 
ly heard of in the weeks after 
the party convention has adopt­ 
ed them . Occasionally one or 
two planks are em phasized in a 
political cam paign, but by and 
large even the candidates for 
Congress, if suddenly quizzed, 
would hardly be able to rem em ­ 
ber exactly what w as in their 
own party platform . 
Under t h e s e circum stances, 
those who would reorganize the 
Republican party will be w ast­ 
ing tim e if they confine them ­ 
selves to such words as "ex ­

No End 
To Viet 
Chaos

WASHINGTON (AP) - Thi 


Am erican problem in Viet Nam 
becomes 
m ore 
obvious 
the 
worse the situation gets. It’i 
m ore than just helping the peo­ 
ple fight the Com m unists; it’i 
trying to get them to be willing 
to fight. 


The Am erican-supported war, 
despite the billions of dollars in 
m ilitary 
and 
economic 
help 
poured in there, is going down 
hill while the Comm unists, unit­ 
ed under a dedicated and single 
purpose, are getting stronger. 


The 
South 
V ietnam ese 
through their own dissensions — 
there 
are 
Buddhist, 
Catholic, 
m ilitary, political and student 
factions —are doing as much to 
lose the fight as anything the 
C om m unists can do to them. 
Over the weekend cam e the 
sixth upheaval in governm ent 
over the past 13 months, sta rt­ 
ing with the coup that ended in 
the assassination of President 
Ngo Dinh Diem in November 
1963. 


This tim e a group of young 
arm y officers dissolved the leg­ 
islature and arrested some of its 
m em bers, thus establishing m il­ 
itary instead of civilian control. 
Thus, while the factions strug­ 
gle for control in Saigon, the 
Comm unists overrun the coun­ 
tryside and the American am­ 
bassador, Gen. Maxwell D. Tay­ 
lor, slides deeper into frustra­ 
tion. T here’s no end to this 
chaos in sight. 
Taylor, in a private conversa­ 
tion 
with 
Lt. 
Gen. 
Nguyen 
Khanh, com m ander in chief of 
the arm ed forces, warned that 
the United States didn’t like the 
weekend developm ent at all. 


Khanh hit back with defiance 
to W ashington — although with­ 
out A m erican help it’s impossi­ 
ble to see how South Viet Nam 
can survive the Comm unist at­ 
tack — by solidly backing the 
young generals’ purge of the 
civilian governm ent. 
He 
w arned 
against 
foreign 
Intervention in Vietnam ese af­ 
fairs and indicated the purge 
would not be undone. 
W ashington faces this situa­ 
tion: If the United States should 
pull out of Viet Nam, almost 
certainly the country would be 
lost to com m unism . Eventually 
perhaps 
all 
Southeast 
Asia, 
which is under the shadow of 
Red China, 
would 
fall 
under

ule. 
If the United States continues 
help — and American lives and 
w ealth continue to be lost — and 
the endless coups go on, chaos 
and the loss of Viet Nam seem 
inevitable.
